CHAPTER XXX 


N THIS CHAPTER we want to talk to you a little bit about 
Jou ideal of a long time record. We believe the function of 
the Holstein cow to be the production of milk in large quan- 
tities but we do not believe it is fair to expect that a 2-year- 
old producing from 21,000 to 23,000 lbs. milk in a year or an aged 
cow producing from 27,000 to 30,000 Ibs. milk should test much 
more than 3 to 3.5%. It is our own personai opinion that a Hol- 
stein cow making a large year record with a test of from 4 to 5% 
for the year is something in the nature of a sport and that she 
will not be as apt to transmit producing qualities to her descend- 
ants as the cow producing a great quantity of milk testing, as we 
have said, from 3 to 3.5%. 

It was for this reason among others that we selected for our 
herd sires, the sons of two cows that have made just that kind of 
records. Lothian Maggie De Kol, the dam of our senior herd 
sire, Lothian King De Kol Korndyke, at six years old produced in 
a year 27,967.6 lbs. milk testing 3.54 for the year and at her next 
freshening produced 24,090.5 lbs. milk testing 3.39%, giving her 
two 1000-lb. records. Our junior sire, King Ona Pontiac, is a son 
of Lindale Bonnie Pauline, who at five years produced 30,024.11 
Ibs. milk testing 3.33% which would be over 1000 lbs. butterfat, 
and she also has a 3-year-old record of 26,057.1 Ibs. milk testing 
3.08% which would be over 1000 lbs. butter. These four records 
made by the dams of our two herd sires are just about our ideal 
of what a year’s record should be for a Holstein cow. 

It is too early yet to tell what the daughters of our junior sire 
will do on test but we are banking on them to make great rec- 
ords. We have already teld you quite a bit about the daughters 
of Alex, our senior sire, but with your permission will again list . 
a few of his best daughters to show you the kind of records they 
I are making. It will be seen that his seven daughters that pro- 





duced over 20,000 lbs. milk in a year as heifers all averaged bet- 
ter than 3% for the year, the highest being just over 3.5% which 
you will remember we said was our ideal.

marked the passing of the last living century sire. 

Of the sixteen sires that have distinguished them- 

selves by producing one hundred or more A. R. O. 
daughters not one is left and the services of these great 
sires are therefore lost to the breed. Not only that, bht 
there is no sire in service today whose list of daughters 
very closely approaches the century mark and the list of 
living sires with better than half a hundred daughters 
can probably be counted on the fingers of one hand. 

King Pontiac Champion was the fourteenth of the six- 
teen sires to enter the century class and he is the only 
century sire whose sire and sire’s sire before him also had 
better than one hundred A. R. O. daughters each. At the 
end of the last official year he had 114 A. R. O. daughters, 
a number exceeded at that time by only seven other sires,

three of the seven being his own sire, his grandsire and his 
great grandsire. Another of the seven is a brother to one 
of his grandsires and two more are more distantly related 
to him, leaving only one of the seven, Colantha Johanna 
Lad, that is not quite closely connected with King Pontiac 
Champion. 

The subject of this sketch does not base his claim to 
greatness merely upon his long list of tested daughters, 
for he now has eighteen daughters that have made 30-lb. 
records or better. This list is exceeded only by those 
of four sires, including his own sire, King of the Pontiacs 
and his grandsire, Pontiac Korndyke, the other two being 
Colantha Johanna Lad and Sir Veeman Hengerveld.

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The Present Situation in the Feed Market

markets of the United States that is ordinarily 

felt at this season of the year. Nor are meat 

animal producers and other consumers of feed 
over the country as a whole buying feedstuffs on a normal 
scale. The demand is extremely light, almost of an in- 
significant volume. which acounts for the radical de- 
pression through which prices are passing. Cottonseea 
cake and meal, linseed cake and meal, bran and shorts, 
alfalfa hay and alfalfa molasses dairy feeds, coarse 
grains and other products used in feeding operations are 
-now at the lowest level of the crop year and, with few ex- 
ceptions, the lowest since the opening of the world war. 
In the case of some of the basic feeds, one must turn 
back to 1912 or 1911 to find prices as low or lower than 
now prevail. 

Despite the fact that readjustment in prices has been 
sharp and pre-war values again rule on markets, ob- 
servers of the feedstuffs trade still are in doubt as to 
whether purchases on an extensive scale should be made. 
Much depends upon the individual position of the dairy- 
men, whether he has the funds to tie up in accumulated 
stocks of feed for later requirements. There are some 
products which, it seems, already have passed through 
their major price declines and now are selling on an at: 
tractive basis. On the other hand the normal trend of 
commodity prices is downward during the late spring and 
early summer, yet those who are friendly to the buying 
side of feeds offer the suggestion that values underwent 
radical declines at a time when advances are the rule 
and that further recessions are, therefore, improbable. 
Weather conditions will play a vital part in the price 
fluctuations in feedstuffs. Favorable weather for crops 
and more abundant harvests this year may force mar- 
kets to still lower levels. while a material spurt would 
not be surprising with a turn for the worse in the crop sit- 
uation. The time is approaching or almost at hand when 
the weather will be the outstanding influence and wield 
the greatest club on prices. 

Among the feeds which the trade considers as cheap 
enough, bran and shorts, the offal of wheat flour milling, 
stand out significantly. Both the millfeeds are selling 
at the lowest prices since the summer of 1906, which is 
remarkable in view of the fact that at this time a year 
ago the highest prices on record were prevailing. Bran 
is seliing around $13 to $14 a ton in Minneapolis, in 
sacks, about $13 to $13.50 in Kansas City, $16.50 to $17 
a ton in St. Louis and about $16 in Chicago. For gray 
shorts or flour middlings, Minneapolis and Kansas City, 
the two leading Western milling centers, quote around 
$16 to $18 a ton sacked, about $19 to $20 in St. Louis 
and about $18 to $19 in Chicago. At this time a year ago 
bran was extremely scarce around $55 to $58 a ton in 
the West and gray shorts were eageriy sought by feeders 
at more than three times the current prices, above $60 


a ton. Fancy white middlings can be obtained around $27 
a ton at the principal points of production. 

Weakness in bran and shorts is based on the same in- 
fluences which are contributing to sluggishness of other 
feeds. Buying power of the trade is light, far below the 
seasonal volume. Hog producers, who buy enormous 
quantities of shorts at this time for spring pigs, are vir- 
tually out of the market, substituting corn and other feeds 
available at home. The abundant stocks of roughage and 
mild weather for feeding also are affecting the demand sit- 
uation. On the other hand offerings in commercial chan- 
nels are light, owing to light demand for flour and re- 
sulting restricted production of feed by the flour plants. 
In view of the light output and discouraging prospects 
for any material enlargement in the supply the remainder 
of the crop year, the trade is friendly to the buying side 
of bran and shorts. Some mills are placing their surplus 
production in warehouses, being unwilling to sell at -pres- 
ent extraordinarily cheap prices and it is possible that 
this may be felt more and more on the markets.

oil mills. In Texas, which is the basic price-makin ee 
on the high protein feed, the market is holding pen “ 
a ton for 43 per cent protein grades, also the lowest - 
for recent years and actually -below values wan 
prevailed three or four years before the opening of the 
world war. Prime cake and meal are bringing about $23 
ton in Oklahoma and about $23.50 for 38.5 per cent it 
Arkansas territory, with 43 per cent in that state around 
$25. Quotations in other sections of the country are based 
almost entirely on these states. : 


Feeding demand for cake and meal is of a moderate 
volume, coming largely from meat animal producers, with 
comparatively small buying from the dairy trade, The 
purchases by feeders, however, are not enough to maip. 
tain a firm market. Exporters who before the world war 
bought practically all the cake and meal produced in the 
United States, are buying very sparingly and have taken 
little the entire crop year. Purchases by fertilizer map. 
ufacturers and commercial feed mixers also have been on 
an extremely light scale, which is explained, of course, 
by the disappointing demand for their own products, From 
time to time there signs of the entrance of exporters 
into the market and it is possible that the foreigners may 
come into this country and absorb the surplus of slab 
cake. Still this is not the season for important foreign 
demand and crushers are therefore turning their attention 
to domestic feeders as an outlet for cake and meal. The 
stocks of the high protein feed in commercial channels 
are not large, hardly normal for this season, nor are 
crushers operating actively. But there is a bearish argu 
ment in the fact that crushers’ stocks of seed are far 
above normal for spring and that production of cake and 
meal during the remainder of the crop year will be larger 
than usual. Large stocks of cottonseed oil and difficulty 
in disposing of this product are restricting activity of the 
Southern crushing plants. 


Linseed cake and meal are on a less atractive basis 
than cottonseed feed, the market having failed to undergo 
as rapid a readjustment. For some time in recent weeks 
quotations held above $40 a ton, basis Minneapolis, the 
principal crushing point, but values are now down 
around $35 to $36 a ton and about $42 to $43 a ton i 
New York end surrounding exports points. Foreign de 
mand caused a sharp spurt in prices during March, but 
buying by Holland, the Scandinavian countries and other 
European nations has since fallen off sharply, with the 
result that an easy tone now prevails. Domestic buying 
is not broad enough to cause a strong tone, being of # 
hand-to-mouth character. Northwestern crushers are 
creasing their output due to material improvement iD de- 
mand for linseed oil and still lower prices are in prospect. 
Linseed feed is too far out of line with corn or other cot 
petitive products and consumers are therefore restricting 
purchases so far as possible. It does not yet appear at 
visable to accumulate the flaxseed by-product feed. 


Alfalfa and other varieties of hay are in an abnormél 
position. The prices in Kansas City, the largest distr: 
buting market for forage in the United States are actually 
above a parity with corn pound for pound and higher = 
other feeds. The price of alfalfa is too high to attra 
a demand from dairymen and other feeders and too cheap 
or low to attract shipments to market from surplus " 
ducing sections. This anomalous condition is the aa 
ef the excessively high freight rates. The result is a 
insignificant movement to markets. Kansas City er 
other distributing markets are receiving the smallest - 
plies on record for this period of the year, despite the 
that the stocks of surplus alfalfa in the West are 
largest in history. Holders of hay are eager to me io 
thev claim that prices being offered for their surp ah 
not cover the cost of baling, hauling to loading eg 
freight, comissions and other items. Because of tt ~ 
nificant movement prices being paid for alfalfa are - 
deceptive. For example, Kansas City recently re

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More Testimony to the Soundness of the Market 


MPHASIS has been laid on the importance of the re- 
EF; sults at the Brentwood Sale in demonstrating the 
sound condition of the market for Holstein cattle. 
There is another feature which reflects improvement 
in the financial situation and that is the percentage of sales 
that were settled for by cash rather than by note. We quote 
as follows from a letter Mr. Davidson writes us in response 
to our inquiry on this point. 
“The total amount of the sale came to about $212, 
000 and over $150,000 was paid in cash. We think this 
is quite a remarkable percentage and fully as good 
as ever experienced in any large sale before. Do 
you realize that well bred cattle sold for as much 
money at Brentwood as ever before in history? Take 
for instance the two daughters of Carnation King Syl- 
via that were not out of high record dams and yet they 
brought about $6500 for the pair. Also the daughter 
of Matador that sold for $5500. Also two aged cows 
of John Bell’s that sold for almost $9000. There were 
also a great many other instances of just as good prices 
for good stock. The Holstein business is sound. It is 
simply a question of good marketing and honest 
methods.” 

These figures bear out the contention of the Wall Street 
Journal reproduced on this page a few weeks ago that the 
pure bred dairy cow is the strongest factor in the country 
today for eliminating frozen credits. In connection with 
the instances Mr. Davidson mentions of pleasing sales, it 
may, perhaps, not be out of place to call attention to the 
fact that every one of the instances mentioned as well as 
many others in the sale also testified to the value of ad- 
vertising. The meritorious strains that were backed up 
with Printer’s Ink were the ones that were in greatest die- 
mand and that demand was refiected in the prices paid. 
Altogether breeders of Holsteins are justified in looking 
forward to constantly improving conditions in the industry 
and emphasis is lent to the contention which the World 
has been making ever since last fall that right now is the 
most favorable time that we have had for many years or 
that we are likely to have for many years in the future for 
buying pure-bred Holsteins. It is a time for optimism 
rather than gloom and the breeders who take that attitude 
and “go long” on Holsteins at this time are the men who 


are going to win out.

This attitude is a very natural one because the cost 
transportation after the cattle are purchased is no io 
item, so that by the time the prevailing prices in thi 
country are paid for the animals and the necessary “ 
penses of landing them at their destination are added = 
a considerable investment is represented. It is but natural 
therefore that unless there can be reasonable assurance 
that the animals imported will measure up to expectations 
the investment simply will not be made. On the other 
hand if particular care is taken to see that the orders for 
pure bred breeding stock from America are filled with the 
right kind of animals truly representative of the breed a 
foreign demand can be built up that will grow cumulatively 
greater as the Black and White cow continues to demop- 
strate more widely her superior merit. 


Consider the situation in this country fifty years ago 
At that time we were laying the foundation for the Holstein. 
Friesian breed in America and the progress we have made 
and the position which the Holstein-Friesian breed oe. 
cupies in the dairy industry of America today is due not 
only to the inherent producing ability of the breed but to 
the skill and good judgment in selecting the foundation 
animals which was displayed by those early importers, 
They knew what they wanted, they took the best that Hol- 
land had to offer and with it constructed the foundation 
for an enduring edifice. Many of the South American and 
the Latin American countries are in much the same situa- 
tion we were fifty years ago except that their dairy indus. 
try has not been developed to the point we were at that 
time and they must therefor rely more upon the judgment 
of the seller than was the case when we were laying the 
foundation for the breed in America by the early Holland 
importations. It is our obligation therefore to see to it 
that in laying their foundation they be not led astray but 
follow along the line that our experience has proven to be 
sound.

Watching Legislation 

NE phase of organization work that is not always 

given full attention by our Holstein clubs is the 

watch upon legislative bodies that should be es- 

tablished. As an example, it was only by a last 
minute's effort on the part of one state Holstein 
organization that dairy products were given. proper 
attention in the Fordney Emergency Tariff Bill. 
It was only by chance that another state or- 
ganization was able to represent Holstein interests at the 
hearing on appropriations for tuberculosis eradication. 

Our National Association has no legislative committee 
and no particular officer of the association seems to be 
charged with the business of looking after these matters. 
In our opinion this is a fault in our system. Proper legis- 
lation is very important to the Holstein industry and the 
National Association should see to it that the industry is 
represented at all hearings that affect the Holstein-Frie- 
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sian industry direct or the dairy industry. The National 
Association should look after these matters as respects 
Congress, the state organization should look after them as 
respects state legislation, leaving the special and specific 
legislation of cities to district clubs. 

And they should be looked after, not left to the tender 
mercy of those who might not have the proper view point 
with respect to the important bearing of these matters 
upon the Holstein industry. 


Where Holsteins Stand in Michigan 

ICHIGAN can well lay claim to being one of the 
Mez Holstein States in the Union. According to 

the census bureau figures, 52% of the pure bred 

cattle in the state are Holstein-Friesians. The exact 
figures are 32,702 for the breed and 62,800 for all pure bred 
cattle, including all dairy and beef breedS. When consider- 
ing dairy cattle only; the percentage is much greater. The 
census figures are 46,503, of which more than 70% would 
be Holsteins. There are nearly four times as many pure 
bred Holsteins as pure bred Jerseys; nearly ten times as 
many as there are pure bred Guernseys, and although the 
pure bred Shorthorn herds of Michigan include many 
which rank high in that breed, there are very nearly three 
times as many pure bred Holstein-Friesians as there are 
pure bred Shorthorns. 

For a long time, Michigan has been considered a great 
Holstein state, as well as a great dairy state, but few out- 
side the state, have expected that the proportion of pure 
bred Black and Whites would be so overwhelming. The 
Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association, its efficient secre- 
tary, H. W. Norton Jr., and the Michigan Holstein breeders, 
have every right to feel proud of the showing their favorite 
breed makes in the census figures of the Wolverine State.

President Walker in introducing Mr. Aitken suggested 
that the National Association furnish a field man to devote 
his entire time to the southern states, and in reply to the 
suggestion the president advised that he -would prefer to 
work out some method of teaching the agricultural popula- 
tion how to feed and care for dairy cows first. In the 
opinion of the speaker a new territory like Virginia has 
still many years in which its pr‘ncizc! activity will con- 
sist of teaching its own people ‘lc \alue of Black and 
White milking machines. 

As usual Mr. Aitken touched upon his hobby of creating 
markets for dairy products and one of the striking state- 
ments he made was that if the school children of Virginia, 
were fed a proper amount of milk, they could be graduated 
from grammar and high schools at least two years earlier 
on an average than they now are, with a tremendous 
resultant saving to the state. 

He spoke of the need of education through general dairy 
papers which in a community like this is quite acute. It 
is only by educating the agricultural population to an 
appreciation of specialized dairy animals, that the Hol- 
stein breed can hope to secure a standing in new lands. 

In conclusion Mr. Aitken urged the breeders of Virginia 
to continue the splendid start they had made, particularly 
in the line of developing clean herds. He did not miss 
the opportunity to urge a continuation of the policy of 
developing along with these clean herds a high moral 
standard of conduct as breeders of Holstein-Friesians. 

President Aitken was followed by Professor William 
M. Rider of the Extension Department, who explained how 
the Extension Department of the National Association was 
prepared to assist Virginia breeders. Professor Rider is

spending a couple of weeks in various sections of the state 
assisting in the development of his extension service. 

F. T. Price, business manager of the Holstein-Friesian 
World, and Dr. J. G. Ferneyhough, state veterinarian, also 
spoke. An informal meeting of the State Association 
followed at which a number matters of state wide interest 
were taken up. The Holstein breed will be represented at 
the State Fair with at least three county herds. The 
State Fair board has appropriated a fund for prizes on the 
stipulation that at least three county herds be shown. The 
Guernsey breeders accepted the stipulation and the Hol- 
stein interests were glad of the opportunity to answer 
this challenge. In fact Guernsey interests are making 
quite an effort in Virginia and the Holstein breeders have 
determined to answer their challenge for supremacy in a 
decided manner. 

The meeting discussed the possibility of sending a con- 
signment to the National Sale at Syracuse in June, and a 
committee consisting of President Frank S. Walker and 
Prof. R. E. Hunt, was appointed to canvass the state and 
endeavor to select a consignment of four animals worthy to 
represent Virginia. 

The State Association voted to hold a fall sale. Other 
matters, including the proposition to get Holsteins estab- 
lished at the various state institutions, were discussed. The 
meeting was largely attended, all Holstein sections of the 
state being well represented. 


EASTERN MICHIGAN BREEDERS ORGANIZE 


At a well attended meeting held at Rochester, Mich., 
on Monday, April 11th, preliminary steps were taken for 
the formation of an organization for the promotion of 
Holstein interests in Eastern Michigan. It has been pro- 
posed that the new association be known as the Oakland- 
Macomb Counties Holstein-Friesian Association, although 
this has not been definitely decided upon because of the 
fact that Wayne County breeders will be invited to partic- 
ipate. 

The preliminary organization chose William E. Wood, 
head of the Winwood herd corporation at Rochester, Mich., 
as president; C. W. Melick, of the Absapure Farm of 
Rochester, as secretary; F. M. Schinnick as treasurer, and 
a Board of Directors consisting of Mr. Wood, Mr. Schin- 
nick, E. A. Hardy, John Rinke, Harry Meddelein, E. M. 
Bayne and E. H. Langworthy. The Board will meet at 
Detroit on Saturday to consider further plans for organiza- 
tion and to draw up a constitution and by-laws for sub- 
mission to another general meeting to be held May 14th at 
a place to be selected by the board. 

Nearly one hundred breeders from the three counties 
mentioned gathered at a dinner at the Congregational 
church in Rochester at one o’clock. C. W. Melick pre- 
sided as toastmaster and chairman of the meeting. Dur- 
ing the dinner he called for informal toasts from W. E. 
Wood and David A. Brown of the Winwood and Absapure 
organizations, also upon Dr. Wilson, president of the city 
of Rochester, for a word of welcome and Rev. Mr. Sted- 
man, Congregational minister, for a few remarks. 

After the dinner the meeting adjourned to the audi- 
torium where it -was addressed by D. D. Aitken. Mr. 
Aitken in an unusually forceful talk pointed out the advan- 
tages and necessity of organization along accepted lines 
and urged the members to support not only the local 
organization but the state organization as well. He 
pointed out the advantages of a local organization in mar- 
keting Holsteins, in securing better markets for milk, in 
the production of quality products and in furthering com- 
munity breeding. 

Mr. Aitken left immediately following his address for 
New York where he had an important conference with 
representatives of the condensed milk industry. He was 
followed by F. T. Price, Business Manager of the World, 
who gave some experiences gleaned from observations of 
other similar organizations and who assisted the meeting 
in taking its preliminary steps for organization.

The Mississippi Creamery Association 
meeting at Agricultural College, April -.- annual 
officers elected by unanimous vote were H. F MeWilt 
pesident; A. G. Brush, vice-president; L, ; Edw. 

About half of all the crea 
of the state sent samples of butter which were scored ty 
Prof. Mortensen of lowa, Mr. Clevenger cream d 
specialist of the U. S. Department of Agriculture and Lt 
Edwards, the Mississippi creamery specialist. The juds 
praised the quality of the butter and awarded the highest 
score to the Mississippi Co-operative Creamery. 
Haven was second, Lexington creamery third, and the 
Meridien creamery fourth. Prof. Mortensen spoke on 
creamery management and brought out the point that the 
consumer was willing to pay for quality. He said that in 
Iowa where the state brand is allowed on butter of extra 
high quality produced under strict requirements that will 
insure a first class product, the butter is sold largely with. 
in the state. He brought out the point that there is a lack 
of appreciation on the part of the consumer of the real 
food value of butter and other milk products, and it is 
the duty of the creamery management to point out to the 
consumer the great value of these products when compared 
with other foods. Concentrated effort along the lineg of 
such organizations as the fruit growers of the west would 
increase the consumption of dairy products. Patrons of the 
creameries should be urged to take the utmost care of 
their milk so that an article of high quality could be pro- 
duced. J. H. McClain, formerly of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture told of some of the ways by which a 
creamery could serve its patrons. The creamery could 
provide information badly needed on many dairy farms, 
could act as a distributing agent for feeds, repairs and 
other things needed by the dairymen. 

Director R. S. Wilson of the Extension Department, 
gave information regarding the work of his department, 
and said that it stood ready to aid in any movement along 
agricultural lines that would be beneficial to the farmers 
of the state. Men in this department have been in- 
fluential in bringing in good dairy cattle. 

A number of bull associations have been formed, and 
better feeding is being practised as a result of their work. 
The two dairy extension men in Mississippi, L. A. Higgins 
and H. C. Ferguson are doing a valuable work for the 
dairymen. State Dairy Inspector P. C. Cromer talked on 
conditions that are to be found at the present time i 
Mississippi, and on steps that may be taken to improve 
things that were at the present time unsatisfactory. There 
are great things in store for Mississippi creameries and 
dairies as conditions for the rapid growth of the dairy in 
Mississippi are very favorable. 


DAIRY MARKETING TO BE INVESTIGATED

The last half of the DuPage County 
(Illinois) cow testing association yeu: 
was started with the month of Janu- 
ary and two new members were added, 
making a total of twenty-five. Both 
new members have grade Holsteins 
and are starting to build purebred 
herds. A total of 378 cows were test- 
ed, 97 of them producing over 40 lbs. 
fat. The purebred Holstein herd 
owned by W. A. Fischer of Benson- 
ville was high producing herd with an 
average of 1324.17 lbs. milk and 47.4 
Ibs. fat. Dolly Wayne of this same 
herd was high cow with 1574.8 lbs.

cow producing 300 lbs. or more butter- 
fat in a year. A bronze medal was 
given for ten or more producing 300 
Ibs. If eight of the ten 300-lb. cows 
made 400 Ibs. or more  butterfat, a 
silver medal was awarded the owner. 
A gold medal was given to the mem- 
bers with six or more cows that made 
500 lbs. or more butterfat in the 
year. Winning any of these prizes 
has not been an easy task as is evi- 
denced by the small number of the 
members winning on more than one 
occasion. J.S. Pattie of Warrick, has 
a Jersey herd that has three times 
won a prize. M. C. Johnson and W. 
H. Senour, both Jersey owners, and 
the well-known Holstein breeders, 
Morgan & Bros., have each qualified 
twice. Seventeen men qualified this 
year, the Gossard Breeding Estate 
winning a gold medal with 15 Ayr- 
shires that averaged 564.7 Ibs. fat. C. 
H. Bottema & Sons had 11 Holsteins 
that averaged 491.9 lbs. and they lead 
the list of three herds winning silver 
medals, Purdue University with 11 
head of mixed breeds, coming second. 
Two Holstein herds winning bronze 
medals are those owned by Dan Haxton 
of Porter Association, whose 16 cows 
averaged 346 lbs. fat, and the ten head 
dairy of Morgan Bros. with an average 
of 400.9 lbs. fat. As said before, this 
is the second time that Morgan Bros. 
have won a medal. 





Five associations reported for the 
month of January. Two hundred 
thirty-nine purebred cows were tested 
out of a total of 1140; 323 cows aver- 
aged 1 Ib. fat daily. The average milk 
production was 608 lbs., the average 
fat 26 lbs., and the cost of feed per 
cow was $8.20. The average feed cost 
for December, 1920, was $8.42. 

The Porter Association in which 350 
cows were tested, leads in number of 
cows producing over 40 lbs. butterfat 
in average lbs. of fat for cow tested 
an in average of the ten high cows for 
both milk and fat production. Fifty- 
four cows in this association made 
over 40 lbs. fat in the month, and the 
average lbs. fat for all cows tested 
was exactly 28 lbs.

Beeson & Holden Dispersion 

The Beeson & Holden Dispersion at 
Three Oaks March 21st proved to be a 
very satisfactory sale and 64 animals 
including small calves brought an aver- 
age of $235 per head. Indiana and IIli- 
nois buyers took the bulk of the ani- 
mals but a good number stayed in the 
state. No high prices were secured 
just a good average all the way 
through. $600 for the young herd sire, 
a grandson of Ruby Karen Mercedes 
and $480 for a 25-lb. junior 4year-old 
were the top prices. October and 
November calves averaged $150 and 
yearlings about $200. One cow for 
which Beeson & Holden paid $250 
eight years ago, brought $200 and the 
sale included 17 of her female progeny. 

This cow had no A. R. O. record and 
none of her daughters or granddaugh- 
ters had ever been tested. It would be 
difficult to estimate how much would 
have been added to the sale value of 
this family of 18 head had the old cow 
and her daughters been given good 
creditable records such as they were 
very evidently capable of making. 

Midland County Breeders Organize

The morn- 
ing session was devoted to a general 
discussion of conditions affecting the 
dairy business in general and the Hol- 
stein industry in particular in differ- 
ent counties of Western Michigan and 
revealed a general feeling of optimism 
regarding the present outlook. The 
marked improvement in the conden- 
sary situation and the great increase in 
inquiries from buyers from outside the 
state gave assurance of better condi- 
tions than have been experienced dur- 
ing the past few months.

last year for 77 milking animals in- 
cluding heifers and old cows around 
13500 Ibs. per cow—a most remarkable 
showing. Traverse Colantha Walker, 
the world’s champion in the senior 2- 
year-old class of the 305 day division 
is a member of this herd and has just 
completed a new record for 7 days of 
36.65 lbs. butter and535.6 lbs. milk. The 
Michigan Agricultural College herd is 
the only state owned herd to antedate 
the Traverse herd and it was early fa- 
mous as the home of Rosa Bonheur 
5th, the first cow ever tested under the 
present A. R. O. system. Her 7 day 
milk record was a world’s record for 
several years. Another famous cow 
at the College and a stable mate of 
Rosa Bonheur 5th was Belle Sarcastic 
whose record of over 900 Ibs. butter 
in the year also stood for some time as 
the world’s record. This herd is not 
as large as several of the other state 
owned herds as the college also main- 
tains herds of other breeds for in- 
struction work with the students but a 
large number of good record animals 
are represented, including two above 
31 Ibs. The Pontiac State Hospital 
herd is one of our best known herds 
and has long been famous throughout 
the country. King of the Pontiacs and 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d together 
with many other famous animals were 
bred here and many large record cows 
both in short and long time divisions 
are now included in the herd. Pontiac 
Irene the present world’s record senior 
2-year-old in the 365 day division was 
bred and developed here. In all, 
fifteen of the State Institutions in 
Michigan have Holstein herds, repre- 
senting a total of about 1100 head of 
purebreds and over 400 grades. Most 
of the grades should be classed as 
purebreds but cannot be registered as 
mismanagement and neglect of rec- 
ords has made them ineligible. This 
carelessness on the part of employees 
has cost the state thousands of dollars 
and it is hoped that such mistakes will 
not be made in the future. The in- 
ventory value of these herds for last 
year totalled up to $344,370 and if 
each of the herds could be handled and 
developed as well as the best ones this 
figure would be materially increased. 


The recently organized Hillsdale 
County Holstein-Friesian Association 
met at the Hillsdale Court House on 
April 2d. A good crowd was in attend- 
ance and listened to suggestions from 
Sec’y. Norton regarding plans for the 
first year’s work of the Association. 
Showing at the local fair and a show 
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herd for the state fair was urged and 
a boys’ and girls’ calf club for Hillsdale 
County was discussed and committees 
were appointed to start immediate ac- 
tion along both lines. The principal 
speaker at the meeting was H. R. 
Smith of the Chicago Livestock Ex- 
change, a former resident of Hillsdale 
County and later in College work at 
Michigan and Nebraska. Mr. Smith 
spoke on Tuberculosis eradication 
under accredited herd plan and his 
talk was received with great interest. 
He advocated the county agent unit 
plan for Hillsdale County and his talk 
met with the approval of all present. 
This movement is gaining ground 
rapidly in the state and undoubtedly 
will be undertaken as a county project 
in Hillsdale in the near future. 





The Macomb County breeders met 
at the Detroit Creamery Co. Farms at 
Mt. Clemens April 5th. The largest 
dairy herd in Michigan is located here, 
and is owned by the Detroit Creamery 
Co. for the production of certified milk 
sold in Detroit. Guernseys and Jer- 
seys are kept here as well as Holsteins 
but the latter predominate. It is a 
great institution and represents all the 
best equipment for the production of 
clean milk. The herd is under state 
and federal supervision and at the last 
test 547 animals were tested with only 
three reactors and but one of these 
showed lesions at slaughter—a most 
remarkable showing. Most of the:cat- 
tle kept here are grades but a definite 
breeding policy has been adopted re- 
cently and results will be forthcoming. 
Mr. Aitken after his usual custom 
handed it out straight from the 
shoulder in his talk—but they all 
semed to like and he gave them a 
great deal of good sound advice telling 
that of course they would all agree but 
would go home and do just as they 
had done before. Dr. Price, Sanitarian 
for the Creamery Co., also addressed 
the meeting and discussed some of the 
more important points in the produc- 
tion of high class milk. Ali in all it 
was a fine day and profitably spent. 
The meeting adjourned to convene 
again at Winnewood farm at Rochester 
on Monday April 11th to organize with 
the Oakland County breeders. One 
very enjoyable feature of this trip to 
the writer, was a visit to Winnewood 
Farm at Rochester, Mich., which is 
rapidly building up to become one of 
the leading Holstein institutions of the 
state. They have a large number of 
very high class animals and several to 
be heard from a little later in yearly 
work.

The first bit of extension work un- 
dertaken by the secretary of the Wash- 
ington State Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation was the organization of a com- 
munity bull club in the Chimacum 
Valley. Fourteen breeders have sign- 
ed up 145 purebred Holstein, and have 
completed their oganization by the 
adoption of a feasible constitution and 
by-laws and the election of a board 
of directors, who are now looking for 





a suitable bull to fill so important a 
place. If they find what they want 
they will get a proven, sire backed by 
year records, and above everything 
else, individuality. These men insist 
on the highest type. The Board of 
Directors are Wm. Bishop, president; 
Hugh Nisbet, vice-president; Ed Grif- 
fith, secretary-treasurer; Tom /Yarr, 
and Dan Yarr. 

The organization of other bull clubs 
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is to be undertaken as soon as 
sible, as the secretary feels that this 
is the surest method that can be 
worked out to raise the Standard of 
production and individuality, There 
are a great many small herds in this 
new country which have splendid cows 
for a foundation to build upon, and 
this method of securing the high class 
bulls that these cows should be bred 
to, will probably be followed by sever. 
al of these bull associations. 





The Lewis County Holstein Breeg. 
ers held their annual meeting April 2 
and elected H. R. Shoultes as delegate 
to the National Meeting to be held at 
Syracuse, N. Y. The Lewis County 
Breeders are one of the most pro. 
gressive groups in the State, and they 
bid fair to make their section a Hol.’ 
stein center before long. They are 
practically all beginners in the game’ 
and are starting with some very fine 
cattle for a foundation. 





INFECTIOUS MAMMITIS 


One of our subscribers writes: 

“Since last June I have had infectious 
mammitis in my_herd of grade and pure 
bred Holsteins. What can I do to get rid 
of it? I think I got this through the whey 
at the cheese 1actory; there are five cases 
of mammitis in our factory. Have been 
using a serum that I got from our veter. 
inary; it cures for a short time, then 
comes back. Do you think it is best to 
sell cows that have had it? Could I clean 
my herd in this way?” 


Answer by Dr. G. H. Conn 


Reply:—The history of this disease 
in this herd is quite meagre but I am 
assuming that they are not being 
milked with a mechanical milker and 
that it is the same animals that have 
the repeated attacks of this trouble 
rather than new or different animals 
that have it. I do not see how these 
animals would get this condition from 
the whey from the cheese factory, as 
this disease is no doubt and usually is 
the result of getting infection into the 
inside of the udder and not looked 
upon as being taken up from the blood 
stream. 

If these animals are being milked 
with a milking machine the first thing 
to do is to see that it is thoroughly 
disinfected after each milking and the 
stable should also be_ thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected, for these are 
two of the most common methods by 
which cattle become affected. Use a 
good disinfectant but clean the stable 
first before it is applied. There is up 
wards of a score of bacteria that may 
cause just such a condition as this and 
if many of these animals have had 4 
recurrence of this condition it would 
be well to sell those for the milk from 
animals that have had an infectious 
mammitis should not be used under 
two weeks and four weeks would be 


better still, from the time the inflam- 


mation has left the affected part. 

There is a tendency for this condi- 
tion to become chronic and in sv 
cases the milk is not fit for human 
consumption and healh authorities are 
justified in refusing to permit its sale 
for human use. if it is known that 
this condition has become chronic and 
the animal is used for producing @ 
alone she should be sold, however 
some purebreds might produce valu- 
able enough calves to pay to keep her 
for this alone. 

There is a possibility that in some 
of these cases that ulcers have form 
in the inside of the teat and in cas 
they have they will continue to be @ 
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eading the infection and 
be expected to recur 
very frequently. It would be advisable 
to have your veterinarian take several 
samples from this herd when the cows 
are showing this condition and send it 
in to your state laboratory and have 
them make an effort to find the source 
of the trouble. ; 

It frequently happens that this con- 
dition is transmitted from one animal 
to another by the milker and when 
an animal is affected it should be 
isolated from the others and should 
have a separate attendant; if this is 
not practiced it is not at all likely that 
this condition can be gotten rid of. 
There is a possibility that these ani- 
mals are becoming reinfected from 
time to time but if it is evident that 
they are not then they have a chronic 
affection that will not likely yie!d suc- 
cessfully to treatment. 

I think that the only way that you 
can successfully get at this condition 
is to have sample taken from the 
affected cows and sent to your state 
laboratory for examination and then 
see that every sanitary precaution is 
taken to prevent reinfection.

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Leadership is the Thing =

ACH time we travel to the 
EF; northward and go into the rich 

dairyland of northern Wiscon- 

sin, we are impressed with the 
development going on. 

The ring of the woodman’s axe and 
the lumberjack’s call*of timber have 
given way to the bellow of the bull 
and the tinkle of the bell on the 
throat of the leader cow. 


Fine homes, good buildings and good 
herds of dairy cattle most of them 
contrasty black and white are seen on 
many clearings. Standing serenely 
as if on guard duty are the “watch 
towers of prosperity.” 

What is the driving force back of 
this development? Who, where and 
what is the leadership? Back comes 
the answer, county’ agricultural 
agents, banker-farmer agents; enter- 
prising, ambitious, energetic, enthusi- 
astic dairymen, business men and 
farmers. They are the leaders. 
The characteristics that are found in 
real men are the same the world over 
and “I’ll tell the world” they stand out 
in the fellows who are making history 
in the northern half of the Badger 
State. 


Our choice for an example of an 
active county agent may fall on any 
one of a dozen or two fine young men. 
He would be a real hustler, a regular 
dynamo of better farming and “swat 
the scrub” energy. Right off the bat 
he gives me an idea of the task be- 
fore him. 36 townships, more or less, 
4700 hustling farmers, 55,000 cattle, a 
large acreage of excellent hay, and a 
soil unexcelled in the production ot 
oats, barley, potatoes, fruit and 
forage. 

Red __ blooded, gingery, snappy, 
peppy, regular fellows with “sand” 
plus knowledge and punch—such are 
the representatives of our U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and State Ex- 
periment station, as we find them in 
this land which we see as all assets 
and no liabilities, a wonderful empire 
of cows and creameries just teeming 
with opportunities and some of them 
knocking the second time “Young men 
go West” was the command sone 
years ago. Today it is “Young men 
go north”. Take the Holstein cow in- 
to your confidence and grow up with 
the country. You will arrive ’ere many 
moons. No spot in America is 
growing more rapidly than the span 
we call Cloverland. 

I stopped off in the section known as 
“The Heart of Wisconsin”. Named so 
on account of its geographical loca- 
tion. Holsteiners know it as the 
stampin’ ground of T. E. Vannedon, 
one time owner of Minerva Beets—tne 
spotted wonder cow that made Bob 
Haeger famous over the land. Five 
times has she carried off the grand 
champion banner at the National 
Dairy Show. Hereby hangs a tale. 
I’m for it—so here goes. 

Seventeen years ago a young man, 
John L. Chrouser by name, selected 
an acreage in this country for his 
farm and home. He liked good cows 





especially Black and White ones. He 
wanted good ones for no good work- 
man wants poor working tools. No 
good workman ever got anywhere with 
poor tools. He journeyed across 
country to Mr. Vannedon in Wood 
county. This time was when two 
sisters in Holstein blood graced the 
herd. They were Minerva and Cora 
Beets. John had his choice and took 
Cora. Our friend Bob Haeger, will 
say he made a mistake but John in- 
sists he chose well. Bob saw the 
possibilities in Minerva when he 
bought her in the auction ring at 
Marshfield. John saw the pos- 
sibilities in Cora as he stood in the 


_ doorway of Vannedon’s stable. Both 


choosers are satisfied. Their proteges 
put both of them on the map and in 
the limelight. We are glad it could 
be thus. 

From the beginning made nearly a 
score of years ago with the purchase 
of Cora Beets, has grown a herd of 35 
head. As is often the case, the 
choice of a sire had much to do with 
the results visible today. 

His first bull was Pontiac Hendrick 
Burke, and nearly two-thirds of the 
present herd are descendants of these 
two initial purchases. We could see 
the likeness to Minerva and Cora as 
we saw the herd pictured in the 
pasture ’mid the stumps and fallen 
trees. The cow testing association 
has been a factor in this dairyman’s 
success. He hasn’t been guessing, he 
has been testing. Cora, past 15 years 
of age, made better than 10,000 lbs. of 
milk and 400 lbs. of fat on two milk- 
ings a day. This spring she gets a 
trial at official test. John besan 
advanced registry testing last sum- 
mer during the hot summer months. 
He made records of 12, 15 and 18 Ibs. 
of butter with good milk marks from 
young cows in July. Isn’t so bad is it? 
Hot weather testing and a green hand 
at the game. Judge for yourselves, 
ye who know. 

The county agent has been at his 
elbow on many occasions the past few 
years. Advising and helping, guid- 
ing and teaching is the mission. What 
far reaching influences, what a noble 
calling! The nation owes much to 
these sterling fellows—pioneers two— 
one teaching and one learning, both 
practising and doing. 

Our story has grown longer than 
we hoped. Yet it’s a case of merit. 
It is a striking lesson of another go- 
getter who got “prosperity through 
pure breds”. Go thou and do likewise 
is the inscription on the walls of pro- 
gress. We can see it if we would but 
lift up our eyes and our hearts. 

This north country is also blessed 
with another big force in its develop- 
ment. A group of enterprising for- 
ward looking and forward thinking 
bankers and business men who are 
farm boosters and thriving town 
builders. The banker-farmer move- 
ment has brought to some of our banks 
the Farm Agent departments. In 
charge thereof, we find a farm born 
and a rural reared young man who has 


— ——— 
graduated from the four-year co 
in agriculture and who has 
ability to pass his learning on to B., 
around him whether bankers 08¢ 
farmers. These men are compar bh 
to the County Agricultura] A ute 
They are made of the same tint e 
stuff and they direct much the onl 
sort of work. The banks are loo ne: 
well to the future in having such 
departments and_ the agricultural 
resources are being expanded and pro- 
moted. The banks find it pays to y 
attention to the farm too, Expo, 
ience has proven long since that 
business in rural communities pros- 
pers only in direct proportion to the 
agriculture therein. 

To prove our contention again, that 
such leadership as such men give to 
the better farming element in their 
communities is of vast and far-reach. 
ing importance, let us cite an example 
in Outagamie County, Wisconsin jp 
the Fox River Valley, a land noted 
for its slogan, “We live, eat, sleep and 
work together,” as is being proven 
through the Farm Bureau and Wiseop. 
sin Cheese Federation. 

During the past fall a tour was 
made by the County Holstein Associa- 
tion to several adjoining areas which 
are rivals for leadership in the Black 
and White field of supremacy. The 
banker-farmer agent of the ist 
National Bank of Appleton was the 
organizer of the party. Here again, 
“A good bull is more than half the 
herd” if he is a good one and the 
whole “Dum thing if a poor one” was 
brought forcibly to the attention of 
every one as they viewed the herd 
where the wonderful Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th resided. This 
bull has left his impression on the 
Lone Pine Farm herd and the effect is 
being felt by every Holstein breeder 
in America. Similar object lessons 
were driven home to the tourists at 
other famous establishments close by. 

How can we proceed quickly to get 
somewhere with our efforts with pure 
breds? Isn’t there a short cut? A 
quick sure route? Such were the 
questions asked. Some one mentioned 
co-operation. The same effective 
panacea for many rural problems 
might help them. The _ bank-arm 
agent had an idea. Why not @ 
operative ownership or co-operative 
leasing of some good bulls or both! 
Growing out of the tour and te 
leadership were two outstanding 
features.

Feature number two. Concerns the 
co-operative leasing of a proven and 
aged sire.

The farm agent of the bank of 
Appleton again took the initiative.

Some weeks ago we published in the 
World an announcement of a _ 32-lb. 
state record for Hyde Park Lady De 
Kol, owned by Orin R. Bales of Law- 
rence, Kansas. It was not long after 
this that a member of the World staff 
had the pleasure of visiting Mr. Bales 
at Valley Breeze Farm and seeing the 
Kansas Cyclone as this great producer 
is affectionately called by her owner. 
Her figures are given as 32.52 Ibs. 
butter from 669.5 lbs. milk the butter 
being the largest official in the state 
of Kansas and the milk record one of 
the largest. 

Just how much she might have in- 
creased this record will not be known 
as she was taken off official test while 
still gaining—the last day, in fact, be- 
ing the largest of her seven. She 
probably would have been run longer 
but spring with its many farm jobs 


doing this, by the way, on a ration con- 
sisting of ground corn on the _ cob, 
silage and alfalfa. As might be ex- 
pected this ration keeps the cows in 
splendid condition and it certainly 
brings a tremendous amount of milk 
at slight cash expense. 

Mr. Bales bought his first pure 
breds in the spring of 1917 of one of 
his neighbors but he got his real start 
in the pure bred business when he 
went east with the same neighbor and 
purchased of George N. Smith of 
Watertown, N. /Y., three thousand 
dollars worth of pure bred stock. His 
purchase consisted of two cows one 
with 26 lbs. and the other with 25 Jbs.,

was coming on and as Mr. Bales does 
his own work with the assistance of 
Mrs. Bales, two-year-old Junior, and 
one hired man, he felt obliged to dis- 
continue the test and drop the Cy- 
clone to three milkings a day. Two 
months from calving she was still 
giving from 30 to 34 lbs. three times a 
day and at the morning milking, April 
llth gave as high as 39.2 lbs. 

The whole herd is. milked three 
times a day “in self defense’ as Mr. 
Bales says. A milking machine is used 
—in fact the Cyclone made her 32-lb. 
record on a milking machine—and 
when milked only twice a day almost 
any two cows in the herd would over- 
flow the machine. The sixteen milking 
cows in the herd, most of them having 
been milked all winter fill very nearly 
nine 10-gallon cans daily in addition to 
feeding six calves and a family of four 
grown people and a two-year-old boy. 
The World representative personally 
saw the sixteen cows fill three cans of 
milk at one milking and repeat the 
performance eight hours later, and

A 
heifer carrying 75% of the blood of Sir 
Korndyke Pontiac Rag Apple had been 
bred to her own sire so that the result- 
ing heifer carried 8744% of the blood 
of the one bull. The older of the two, 
carrying two crosses of the bull was 
just about ready to freshen as a three 
year-old at the time of the writer's 
visit and a handsomer three-yearold 
would be hard to find.

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News Notes From The N orthwest

Calm and dispassionate perusal of 
the catalog and report of the 1921 
California ‘classic’, the Guaranty 
Sale at Sacramento March 17, points 
to the conclusion that the California 
brethren have done well during the 
past few years to make large  pur- 
chases of Washington bred Holsteins. 

The influence of Washington breed- 
ing was strongly felt in the Sacra- 
mento sale, when 14 females and one 
bull either consigned by a Washing- 
ton breeder or obviously of Washing- 
ton breeding brought $15,375, or more 
than 40 per cent of the total of 
$37,175 paid for 44 animals; and aver- 
aged over $1000 each, while the sale 
average was $845. There may be 
others bred in Washington in the list, 
but this was the best I could figure. 
Of course, California has an_ alibi. 
There has been a liberal admixture of 
California blood in the offerings cited, 
but the fact remains that two Wash- 
ington bred cows had “top” honors 
for females all of themselves at $2000 
each, that the son of a Washington 
bred cow topped the list of bulls at 
$1550, and that prices running from 
$1100 to $1325 were paid for several 
others. 

Five daughters of Milky Way Farm 
bulls made the nifty average of $1335, 
Korndyke Model Hartog 3rd, a _ 23- 
pound daughter of Chimacum Spring 
Farm King Pontiac out of a 31-pound 
daughter of Sir Korndyke Pietertje 
Hartog sharing a berth in the $2006 
class with Mona Fobes, a _ 30-pound 
daughter of Mutual Fobes Longfield 
De Kol out of a 30-pound daughter of 
Sir. Ormsby Burke Segis—the old 
Marks-Davis combination. The former 
was bred to Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 43rd, the latter selling on 
her own merits. The Sunshine Co. of 
Los Angeles was willing to part with 
$1325 each for Korndyke Model 
Hartog 2nd, cut of the same dam 
as “3rd” but sired by Chimacum 
Spring Farm King Pontiac and 
for Ava Hartog Pietertje, a daugh- 
ter of Sir Korndyke  Pietertje 
Horton out of a daughter of Highlawn 
Ondinus, he a son of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad. One has a 27-pound record, 
and was bred to “43rd”; the other has 
but 17 pounds and was bred to Sir 
Aaggie Mead. The same company 
paid $1100 for a three-year-old out of 
the same dam as Ava Hartog Pietertje 
but sired by Chimacum Spring Farm 
King Pontiac, and $925 for a 20-lb. 
daughter of Chimacum out of a daugh- 
ter of Sir Korndyke. A daughter of 
Sir Ormsby Burke Segis with a 27-lb. 
record brought $800, a double grand- 
daughter of Hazelwood Bracelet Korn- 
dyke $475, and a daughter of Segis 
Pontiac Acme, “Jim” Hulbert’s old 
bull now doing duty at the state 
college, also $475. She was bred by 
Youngquist Brothers of Mt. Vernon. 
Most of these consignments were 
made by Toyon Farm _ Association, 
which has been a heavy buyer of 
Washington Holsteins. The $1550 
bull is a son of Cascade Fleta Johanna 
(which introduces William Todd & 
Sons) sired by “43rd”. Among five 


females consigned by Carnation Stock 
Farms were three purchased by the 
Los Angeles county farm; a 20 Ib. 
daughter of Johanna McKinley Segis, 
for $650; a 24-lb. granddaughter of Jo- 
hanna De Colantha Champion, for 
$725; and a daughter of Hollywood 
Lilith Palmyra, sire of a new world 
champion, for $750. All were bred to 
Matador Segis Walker A 20-Ib. 
daughter of Forward Prince Segis 
bred to Carnation King Sylvia brought 
$825, and a young, untested daughter 
of Segis Pontiac Acme bred by Young- 
quist Brothers and carrying a calf to 
Matador, was sold for $500.

KIESEL DISPERSAL SALE 
By Robert E. Jones 

One of the most satisfying sales ever held on the Pacific Coast was the 
Fred W. Kiesel dispersal event of April 6th and 7th. It was satisfying be- 
cause of the uniformity of the prices for which good cows went. The average 
of the sale was $490 a head and the top price was $1600. Probably no other 
sale that has been held in California has brought such a good average with the 
top price so low. 

A great many were sorry to see Kiesel, who is owner of Jane Garden 
Farm, a rich river-bottom place of 800 acres, retire from the Holstein business, 
for he has been a constructive breeder and a good worker for the benefit of the 
livestock industry generally. But Kiesel is not lost to the Holstein entirely. 
It is his purpose, when he gets his business affairs adjusted, to have some high 
class females which will not require such a great deal of attention, but from 
Which he can get some high class bulls and heifers. The death of Kiesel’s 
father, a capitalist of Utah and Idaho, has thrown a great deal of extra work 


upon Kiesel. who is a Sacramento banker; hence his decision to sell his big 
herd. 


The total of the sale was $83,769 for 171 head. These cows had been care- 
fully selected and the young stock was of the best. Earlier in his career as a 
Holstein breeder Kiesel did not test a great many of his cows, but during the 
last few months Harry L. Redd, formerly in charge of the Higdon herd, has put 
records on some of the heavy producers. . 

_No young bulls were sold, Kiesel having arranged to dispose of them at 
private sale. The top price was paid by J. W. Scudder of Escalon for King 
Korndyke Pontiac, a herd sire, the figure being $1600. E. A. Gammon of Hood 
paid the top price for female when his bid took Jane Garden Viola De Kol for 
$1250. Gammon has a Guernsey herd now, but is buying the Holsteins for 
vo ranch. He bought twenty-five head at the Kiesel sale, paying $17,575 

m. 

George Brown of Los Angeles, representing Burr Farm, bid in thirty-seven 
ead.

TO GET AT TRANSPORTATION 
PROBLEMS

It is really an 
association of the farmers of the coun- 
try formed to deal with commercial 
problems ahd it is particularly strong 
in the states of the middle west. The 
Illinois Agicultual Association, which 
has a membership of well over a hun- 
dred thousand, is the Illinois branci: 
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of the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion.

2. Take advantage of going to gales 
and buying a better bull if the oppor. 
tunity permits. This insures your 
future herd becoming best possible in 
breeding, individuality, quality and 
production. : 

3. Send your present bull to the 
shambles if he is undesirable, other- 
wise your neighbor may be glad to 
use him in place of a scrub or grade 
bull. If his daughters are not tested 
you may well afford to have your 
neighbor keep him for a long enough 
time to prove what his daughters will 
do in production. 

Do everything possible to get your 
neighborhood and community started 
to breeding and developing the class 
of cattle that will be in greatest de 
mand when such demand is restored. 
History is bound to repeat itself and 
every period of depression in prices 
and slow demand will be followed by a 
rise in prices. It will take all of the 
time of what may be a period of pears 
of depression to build up the kind of 
a herd that will best enable one to 
reap the harvest of the better times 
sure to follow.

Quality Milk Appreciated 

A most striking instance of the 
value of quality in milk and dairy pro- 
ducts is furnished by the experience 
of the E. C. Schroeder Farms in the 
market at Fargo, North Dakota. For a 
good many years the Schroeder Farms 
retailed milk in Fargo.When it became 
impractical from the labor standpoint 
to continue the retail business a plan 
was put into effect to sell the entire 
product from the farm through the 
grocery stores of the town. So great 
is the demand for the Schroeder 
Farms sanitary milk that the people 
of Fargo call at the stores and pay 
eighteen cents a quart for it, with an 
extra deposit of ten cents covering the 
bottle. Every pound that the farm can 
produce fails to satisfy the demand, 
though other milk peddlers. will 
liver their product at the door of the 
consumer for eleven cents a quart. 
Schroeder Farms receive fifteen cents 
a quart for their milk, bottled 
and delivered at the stores. The 
Schroeder herd, therefore, furnishes 
also on object lesson, not only in the 
necessity of proper marketing 
methods in getting an adequate 
financial return but also the impor- 
tance of having the right kind of pro- 
ducing cows. It is interesting to note 
that the sixty-one daughters of the 
old Schroeder herd sire Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes have produced in 
semi-official test a total of over 
1,000,000 Ibs. milk in one year, which 
under their present plan of marketing 
would sell for $75,000. 





Sheboygan County Has Another 30-Ib. 


Cow 

“All things come to him who waits,” 
is a true saying, but John P. Brill, Jr. 
and Sons, of Sheboygan, Wis., think 
that the saying, “all things come to 
him who works” is much more appro- 
priate when it comes to testing Hol- 
stein cows, for the Brills have found 
out it takes some work to take care 
of a bunch of cows on test; neverthe- 
less, they say a fellow feels very proud 
of having bred and developed a 30-lb. 
cow, even though he has to do a little 
extra work. 

They made 30 lbs. on one cow and 
from 20 to 23 Ibs. on five others, the 
second time they tried official testing. 
Two of the five made over 600 Ibs. milk 
in seven days. 

Star of Wilson 214175 finished her 
seven day record in February with a 
production of 600.5 Ibs. milk averaging 
4.04% and making 30.33 lbs. butter. 
The fact that “Star” is a producer was 
shown last year when she “stepped 
out” with 16.716 lbs. milk testing 
3.59% and containing 591.4 Ibs. fat, 
heading the list of 253 cows on test in 
the Oostburg Cow Testing Association. 
A year ago she produced 22 lbs. butter 
in seven days but was handicapped be- 
fore the test by giving birth to twin 
calves and retaining afterbirth. This 
year she had a very severe atack of 
milk fever at freshening time, other- 
wise she might have made better than 
30 lbs. However, her owners feel 
more than repaid for the trouble and 
expense of testing her. 

One of the significant facts concern- 
ing Messrs. Brill & Sons’ success with 





de- - 
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testing Holsteins is that for past three 
years or more they have been mem- 
bers of a good cow testing association. 

During these years they have 
learned better ways and methods of 
feding and caring for cattle, and above 
all they have learned which were the 
best cows in their herd. They will also 
tell you that had it not been for the 
cow testing association, they would 
have long ago sold the 30-lb. cow: they 
will tell you also that this is the best 
and cheapest way to find out if there 
are any cows in your herd which need 
to be disposed of.

RESERVING THE TRADE MARK 


The Idaho State Legislature recent 
ly passed a bill making it unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
make use of the words milk, cream. 
butter, cheese, creamery, dairy, churn 
cow, the name of any dairy breed or 
any pictorial representation of 
any of these terms in connection with 
the sale, offering for sale or advertise. 
ment of any substance designed to be 
used as a so called substitute for milk, 
cheese, butter or any other dairy pro. 
ducts. 

Any person, firm or corporation 
violating this law is to be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and _punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding $200, or 
six months imprisonment in the county 
jail, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment.

sales of choice alfalfa at $30 a ton. 
Hardly more than four or five cars of 
alfalfa are received in an _ entire 
month and naturally there is a strong 
demand for a single car a week, But 
the market lacks buying power and 
the least spurt in the movement causes 
a sharp setback in prices. The at 
tractive prices being paid for odd cars 
are attracting shipments from the 
country and it is probable that liberal 
arrivals will yet be witnessed before 
summer. And, on the least enlarge 
ment in marketings, a sharp setback 
in prices may be expected. Hay is 
far out of line and consumptive de 
mand is virtually shut off. 

Corn and oats, generally considered 
the basic feeds, have taken a leading 
part in the price depression of recent 
months. On Middle West markets cash 
corn is selling ‘around 45 to 55 cents 
a bushel and oats around 32 to 3 
cents a bushel, or on the basis of 25 to 
35 cents a bushel for corn net to the 
producer and about 20 to 25 cents & 
bushel for oats. These prices are the 
lowest since the fall of 1912 and com 
pare with $2 for the leading coarse 
grain and $1.25 for the minor cereal 
at this time a year ago. But eved 
at the extremely low levels the market 
presents a weak tone. The 
influence in the coarse cereals is the 
fact that terminal stocks are S 
largest on record for this period, wi 
the holdings by farmers in the same 
proportion.

REMINISCENCES OF THE FOUND- 
ING OF THE BREED IN 
AMERICA 
By Geo. E. Brown 
The Semi-Centennial number of the 
World is particularly interesting to 
those like myself who had a part in 
the establishment of the Holstein 
breed in this country back in the pi- 
oneer days. So far as I know there is 
only one other man now living, Mr. 
Thos. B. Wales, that is as familiar 
with the early history of the Holstein 
cow gained at first hand as I am, un- 
less it be Mr. F. L. Houghton, although 
he was only a boy at that time. I 
met his father often in Boston. I got 
my information from Mr. Chenery him- 
self and made many visits to his place 
after I took charge of the Russell herd. 
It was only through his help that I 
induced Mr. Russell to let me take the 
carload of bulls to Illinois in 1873, 
these being the first of the breed as 

far West as Ohio. 

I want to make a correction in your 
story of the early importations. The 
one cow which Mr. Chenery is cred- 
ited as having imported in’ 1852 was 
not strictly speaking imported by Mr. 
Chenery. Rather he bought her of a 
retired sea captain that had this Hol- 
stein cow aboard his sailing ship to 
supply milk on his long trips. On re- 
tiring from the sea, he located in Walt- 
ham, Mass. and Mr. Chenery bought 
the cow. She proved so good that he 
sent to his Holland Gin Agent—Mr. 
Chenery was a wholesale liquor dealer 
in Boston—to buy some and ship to 
him. They:-also proved so good that 
he sent a second order. It was this 
second lot that contracted pleuro-pnu- 
monia and were killed. I am not sure 
about the whole herd being killed but 
it may have been. However, Mr. Chen- 
ery was not discouraged and ordered 
another lot, which resulted in forming 
the Holstein society. 

Some of the early importers appar- 
ently paid more attention to color 
markings than they did to quality and 
performance, and I have always
